lrony 


Irony “pronounced ‘eye-run-ee’” is when there are two contradicting 
meanings of the same situation, event, image, sentence, phrase, or story. 
In many cases, this refers to the difference between expectations and 
reality. 


lrony is a literary device in which contradictory statements or situations 
reveal a reality that is different from what appears to be true. There are 
many forms of irony featured in literature. 

The effectiveness of irony as a literary device depends on the reader’s 
expectations and understanding of the disparity between what “should” 
happen and what “actually” happens in a literary work. 


lrony is a literary device that involves expressing a meaning that is different 
or opposite to the literal or expected meaning of words. It often creates a 
contrast between what is said or done and what is actually meant or 
intended. Irony can be used to convey humor, satire, or to highlight the 
discrepancy between reality and expectations. It adds depth and complexity 
to a narrative by presenting situations or statements that are unexpected or 
contradictory, often leading to a sense of surprise or amusement. 


For example, if you go sight-seeing anywhere in the world today, 

you will see crowds of people who are so busy taking cell-phone pictures of 
themselves in front of the sight that they don’t actually look at what they 
came to see with their own eyes. This is ironic, specifically, situational irony. 


This one situation has two opposing meanings that contradict expectations: 
“1” going to see a sight and prove that you were there 
“2” not enjoying the thing you went to see. 
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lrony is often used for critical or humorous effect in literature, music, art, 
and film “or a lesson”. 

In conversation, people often use verbal irony to express humor, affection, 
or emotion, by saying the opposite of what they mean to somebody who is 
expected to recognize the irony. “I hate you” can mean “I love you” —but 
only if the person you’re saying it to already knows that! 

This definition is, of course, related to the first one “as we expect people’s 
words to reflect their meaning” and in most cases, it can be considered a 
form of sarcasm.

A fortune teller who cannot predict their own future - It is ironic that 
someone claiming to have the ability to foresee events is unable to predict 
their own destiny. 


A traffic cop getting a speeding ticket - It is ironic that someone responsible 
for enforcing traffic laws becomes a violator himself. 


A health food store located next to a fast-food restaurant - It is ironic that a 
place selling healthy food options is situated in close proximity to a source of 
unhealthy and processed food. 

A comedian delivering a serious and somber monologue - It is ironic that 
someone known for their humor and entertainment chooses to present a 
serious and gloomy performance. 


A weather forecaster caught in a rainstorm without an umbrella - It is ironic 
that someone whose job is to predict the weather fails to prepare for 


adverse conditions. 
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Metaphor 


Metaphor “pronounced meh-ta-for” is a common figure of speech that 
makes a comparison by directly relating one thing to another unrelated 
thing. 

Unlike similes, metaphors do not use words such as “like” or “as” to make 
comparisons. The writer or speaker relates the two unrelated things that are 
not actually the same, and the audience understands that it’s a comparison, 
not a literal equation. 


The word comes from a Latin phrase meaning “to carry across,” anda 
metaphor does just that—it carries a shared quality or characteristic across 
two distinct things. 


Writers use metaphor to add color and emphasis to what they are trying to 
express. For instance, if you say someone has “a sea of knowledge,” you are 
using a metaphor to express how smart or educated they are. 

“Knowledge” and “the sea” are not literally related, but they are figuratively 
related because they are both immense things that are difficult to m 
easure. By putting them together, you can accentuate how vast a person’s 
knowledge is. 


A metaphor is a figure of speech that compares two seemingly unrelated 
things or ideas by stating that one thing is another. It is a form of figurative 
language that helps convey complex concepts or emotions by drawing 
parallels between different objects or experiences. Unlike a simile, which 
uses "like" or "as" to make a comparison, a metaphor implies a direct 
resemblance or identification between the two subjects. 
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For example, the phrase "time is a thief" is a metaphor that implies time 
takes away or steals valuable moments, emphasizing the fleeting nature of 
time. Another example is the metaphor "life is a journey," which suggests 
that life can be understood as a series of experiences and challenges akin to 
traveling on a path. 


Metaphors are commonly used in literature, poetry, speeches, and everyday 
language to add depth and richness to communication. They allow us to 
explore complex ideas, make connections between different domains, and 
engage the imagination of the audience. 


A metaphor is a figure of speech that makes a comparison between two 
non-similar things. As a literary device, metaphor creates implicit 
comparisons without the express use of “like” or “as.” Metaphor is a means 
of asserting that two things are identical in comparison rather than just 
similar. 


Example 1 


All religions, arts, and sciences are branches of the same tree. 
“Albert Einstein” 


Clearly, Einstein wasn’t talking about a literal tree. But he’s showing a close 
relationship between different topics by suggesting that they’re all part of 
the same living thing. He also basically raises an interesting question — if art, 
religion, and science are all branches, what should we call the tree’s trunk? 
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Example 2 
She was a rock star at our last business presentation. 


This is probably not referring to a literal rock star falling from space or the 
other common metaphor: a musician performing at a rock concert. Instead, 
it simply means the person delivered a great performance at the meeting 
and stood out like a rock star on the stage.

Personification provides personality, energy, will, and emotion to an 
otherwise lifeless scene. 


Personification is a figure of speech in which an idea or thing is given human 
attributes and/or feelings or is spoken of as if it were human.Human 
characteristics are attributed to nonhuman things. This allows writers to 
create life and motion within inanimate objects, animals, and even abstract 
ideas by assigning them recognizable human behaviors and emotions. 
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Examples of Personification

Only a person or animal can literally be a ‘companion’; books are just 
objects.

This sort of description, common in literature, uses several human qualities 
to create a vivid image of a very old car for the reader.

Chocolate cake doesn’t have the ability to call after someone, but this cliché 
uses personification to express the feeling of desire and hunger; we say that 
whatever object we desire is “calling our name.” Putting a character’s 
feelings into the objects around him or her is a very common technique in 
literature.

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Simile 


A simile is a figure of speech in which two essentially dissimilar objects or 
concepts are expressly compared with one another through the use of “like” 
or “as.” 


Simile is used as a literary device to assert similarity with the help of like 

or as, which are language constructs that establish equivalency. A proper 
simile creates an explicit comparison between two things that are different 
enough from each other such that their comparability appears unlikely. 


For example, the statement “this poem is like a punch in the gut” features a 
simile. The poem is being explicitly compared to a “punch in the gut” with 
the word “like.” 


This is an effective simile in that a poem is not at all similar to a punch in 
literal terms. However, figuratively, the simile’s comparison and association 
between these two things establishes that the impact of the poem on the 
speaker has the force of and feels similar to a punch in the gut.

Similes find, or perhaps create, similarities in typically different things. In 
fact, there may be no real similarity between the things compared, such a 
woman and the sun. 


Example 


Her smile is bright as the sun. 
Her smile is bright like the sun. 


Using the sun to describe a girl’s smile gives you an idea of how bright her 
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smile seems.
